Cotton Consumption 
Down for November 


Despite the stated tremendous cot­ 
ton crop, estimated to be the biggest 
in IO years, consumption of cotton 
and cotton linters slacked off dur­ 
ing November, a dispatch to The 
Herald from the Bureau of Business 
Research at Austin reported this 
week. 
Cotton linters registered an ll per 
cent reduction between October and 
November, sliding to 2,026 running 
bales. 
Consumption of cotton at the 
state’s mills slumped 14 per cent 
during the month, totaling 11,944 
running bales for a 36 per cent de­ 
cline compared with November, 1946. 
On the other hand, cotton spin­ 
ning activity was stepped up during 
the month, but did not come up to 
levels reached in November last 
year.

“The dangerous curves and In­ 
tersections on the highways of Tex­ 
as are distinctly marked, and auto­ 
mobile drivers can absist greatly in 
the reduction of deaths from auto­ 
mobile accidents be carefully ob­ 
serving these warning signs. 
“Some motorists rely too much on 
traffic rules and regulations, think­ 
ing that if they obey the rules of 
the road at the time when an acci­ 
dent occurs, no blame can be at­ 
tached to them. 
This is is net 
true. The only man who considers 
himself blameless in case of acci­ 
dents, when he was obeying the 
rules of the road, is the one who did 
everything possible to avoid that 
accident. 
“The consequences of automobile 
accidents are so disastrous that 
only when we have done everything 
in our power to avoid such acci­ 
dents can we consider ourselves, or 
expect others to consider us, blame­ 
less in the case of accident. 
“When each individual does all 
that he is able to do toward avoid­ 
ing an accident of any kind, then 
and only then will our traffic ac­ 
cidents be avoided.”

Texas taxpayers poured more than 
$300,000,000 into Uncle Sam’s cash 
register during the period July I 
through October 31, or ser»~> 
cent more than last year's federal 
internal revenue collections for the 
same months, the University of Tex. 
as Bureau of Business Research re­ 
ported in a release to The Herald. 
Although there Is talk of tax re­ 
ductions effective in 1948, th***- * 
no immediate relief <—- —*+* 
with the special session of Congress 
underway. 
Income taxes from corporations 
and persons not on withholding sta­ 
tus slumped one per cent below year- 
ago figures, but employment, with­ 
holding and other taxes brought in 
increased revenue. 
October collections in Texas were 
18 per cent above Intake during 
October last Tear, with all tax 
sources bringnig in advanced re­ 
turns. 
First District (South Texas) fed­ 
eral internal revenue collections to­ 
talled $37,565,051 in October, soar­ 
ing 27 per oent above the October 
1946 tax yield. Cumulative revenue 
for the fiscal year to date, July I 
through October 31, reached $166,- 
153,327 in the South Texas District 
for a 12 per cent ?ain over the same 
months last year.

; Cotton Consumption 
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Despite the state's tremendous cot­ 
ton crap, estimated to be the biggest 
in IO years, consumption of cotton 
and cotton linters slacked off dur­ 
ing November, a dispatch to The 
Herald from the Bureau af Business 
Research at Austin reported this 
week. 
Cotton linters registered an Ii per 
cent reduction between October and 
November, sliding to 2,026 running 
bales. 
Consumption of cotton at the 
state's mills slumped 14 per cent 
during the month, totaling 11.944 
running bales for a 36 per cent de­ 
cline compared with November, 1946. 
On the other hand, cotton spin­ 
ning activity was stepped up during 
the month, but did not come up to 
levels roached in November last 
year. 


Prevention Best 
Fight on Useless 
Auto Accidents 


‘‘The only way to avoid the use— 
less wasts of life due to traffic ac­ 
cidents is to prevent the accident,” 
reads a warning issued by Dr. George 
W. Cox, state health officer. 
“It is not a question of who is 
right and who is wrong after the 
accident has occurred,” he said, 
“and automobile accidents never 
happen 
merely 
because of 
‘bad 
luck* — there is a definite cause 
for every one of them, although 
it is not, possible to determine the 
precise origin of every mishap. 
"Leaders of the safety movement 
agree that the most fundamental 
approach to the solution lies in 
the education and training of the 
individual. 
Safety 
education 
in­ 
cludes the training of individuals 
to avoid accidents to themselves and 
to prevent accidents to others. It 
Involves tile acquisition of a cer­ 
tain fund of information, the abil­ 
ity to apply this information to 
concrete situations, and the build­ 
ing up of habits which will make 
the application of knowledge to 
situations automatic. 
“The dangerous curves and In­ 
tersections on the highways of Tex­ 
as are distinctly marked, and auto­ 
mobile drivers can assist greatly in 
the reduction of deaths from auto­ 
mobile accidents be carefully ob­ 
serving these warning signs. 
"Some motorists rely too much on 
traffic rules and regulations, think­ 
ing that if they obey the rules of 
the road at the time when an acci­ 
dent occurs, no blame can be at­ 
tached to them. 
This is Is not 
true. The only man who considers 
himself blameless in case of acci­ 
dents, when he was obeying the 
rules of the road, is the one who did 
everything possible to avoid that 
accident. 
“The consequences of automobile* 
accidents are so disastrous that
